Registration  material  and  the 
schedule  of  classes  will  be  available  at  the 
branch  campus  office  on  May  4,  1970.  The 
registration  form  must  be  completed  and 
returned  by  Thursday,  May  7,  to  your  cam- 
pus office. 

Students  desiring  advice  regarding  their 
academic  program  must  pick  up  the  regis- 


tration material  at  the  branch  campus  and 
contact  the  academic  dean's  office  on  the 
Athens  campus  on  May  6  or  7. 

Registration  of  New  University  College 
Students 

A  student  entering  the  first  term  should 
report  for  orientation  on  Saturday,  June  20, 
at  8  a.m.  in  Bentley  Hall.  Registration 
materials  should  be  obtained  at  the  Uni- 
versity College  office  in  Wilson  Hall. 

Students  entering  the  second  term 
should  report  for  orientation  on  Monday, 
July  27,  at  8  a.m.  in  the  University  College 
Office,  Wilson  Hall.  Registration  materials 
should  be  picked  up  in  the  University  Col- 
lege office. 

A  student  development  program  for 
University  College  students  including  special 
counseling,  advising  and  tutoring  will  be 
available  without  additional  cost  to  students 
who  may  need  some  special  attention  estab- 
lishing themselves  in  a  successful  pattern  of 
university-level   achievement. 

In-person  Registration 

First  Term,  June  22.  All  currently  en- 
rolled and  new  students  who  have  made

June  12,  1970,  should  report  to  the  offices 
of  their  academic  deans  on  Monday,  June 
22,   to  receive  registration  material. 

New  freshmen,  transfer  and  reenrolling 
students  admitted  to  Ohio  University  after 
^une  12  must  report  to  the  Office  of  Ad- 
missions, Wilson  Hall,  to  receive  their  regis- 
tration material. 

Students  who  were  enrolled  during  the 
spring  quarter  on  the  main  or  branch  cam- 
puses and  gave  their  intent  to  attend  sum- 
mer quarter  after  June  12  must  report  to 
the  Office  of  Registration,  Ewing  Hall,  to 
receive   their  registration   material. 

Second  Term,  July  27.  Students  who 
registered  for  first  term  only  must  add  second 
term  courses  by  change  order,  which  can  be 
obtained  in  Ewing  Hall  .Auditorium.  Change 


orders  must  be  approved  by  the  instructor 
and  academic  dean.  The  completed  change 
order  must  be  returned  to  Ewing  Hall 
Auditorium  for  fee  assessment. 

Students  not  in  attendance  for  the  first 
term  must  report  to  Ewing  Hall  Auditorium 
to   receive   registration   material. 

Branch  Campus  Summer  Quarter 

Summer  classes  will  be  held  during  the 
first  term  on  the  following  branch  campuses : 
Belmont  County  (St.  Clairesville) ,  Chilli- 
cothe,  Lancaster,  Lockbourne  AFB,  Ports- 
mouth and  Zanesville. 

Students  interested  in  obtaining  a 
schedule  of  classes  and  other  information 
about  summer  courses  at  the  branch  cam- 
puses should  contact  the  preferred  branch 
campus  directly. 

Change  Orders 

Once  a  student  has  officially  registered, 
a  change  order  must  be  used  to  remove  or 
add  a  course.  The  change  order  form  is 
obtained  in  the  office  of  the  dean  of  the 
student's  college  and  must  be  submitted 
within  24  hours,  after  proper  approval  by 
the    dean,    to    the    Office    of    Registration, 


Ewing  Hall.  Failure  to  clear  promptly  in- 
validates the  change  order  and  results  in 
a  grade  of  F  for  the  course. 

Credit 

All  credit  is  designated  in  quarter  hours. 
The  credit  hours  applicable  to  any  given 
course  taken  in  the  siunmer  are  the  same 
as  for  the  other  quarters.  The  summer 
courses  may  be  taken  for  the  full  ten-week 
quarter,  or  for  either  of  the  five-week  terms. 
By  attending  both  five-week  terms,  a  student 
may  earn  up  to   18  hours  of  credit. 

Auditing  Privilege 

At  the  time  he  is  advised,  a  student 
may  receive  permission  to  audit  courses.  The 
courses  must  be  marked  "Audit"  on  the 
schedule  and  registration  forms.  The  fee  for 
auditing  is  the  same  as  for  credit. 

Graduation  Requirements 

Graduate  students  expecting  to  receive 
degrees  on  August  29,  1970,  must  submit 
appHcations  by  June  29.  For  further  details

Trial  Schedule 

Students  should  study  the  proposed 
curricula  in  the  Ohio  University  Bulletin: 
1969-70  Undergraduate  Catalog,  Curricula 
and  Courses,  as  well  as  the  University  Col- 
lege Bulletin,  to  be  certain  that  all  require- 
ments for  graduation  are  being  met  and  that 
all  prerequisities  have  been  met  for  the 
courses  selected.  The  responsibility  for  seeing 
that  all  graduation  requirements  have  been 
met   rests   with    the   student. 

Official  Schedule 

When  a  student's  program  is  approved 
as  prepared  on  the  trial  schedule  blank,  he 
should  fill  in  the  registration  form  so  that 
it  duplicates  the  trial  form.  Registration 
should  be  completed  according  to  directions 
in  the  schedules  and  bulletins.  Students  un- 
der Public  Laws  894,  634,  87-815  or  88-361 
should  report  to  the  Veterans  Administration 
coordinator  in  Ewing  Hall  as  part  of  the 
registration  procedure. 


FEES  AND  REFUNDS 

General  Registration  Fee 

The  fee  includes  all  student  activity, 
student  services  and  course  and  laboratory 
fees,  but  excludes  fees  for  private  instruction, 
such  as  music  and  bowling.  Fees  for  private 
instruction  are  indicated  in  the  course  de- 
scriptions of  the  courses  involved. 

These  fees  apply  to  single-term  courses, 
courses  extending  over  both  summer  terms, 
workshops  offered  for  credit  or  a  combina- 
tion of  workshops  and  courses. 

Students  planning  to  attend  both  first 
and  second  summer  terms  are  encouraged 
to  register  for  all  courses  at  the  time  of 
their  initial   registration. 

Fees  are  subject  to  change  without 
notice  at  the  discretion  of  the  University 
and  with  the  approval  of  the  Ohio  Board 
of  Regents.

Graduation  Fee 

The  graduation  application  fee  is  $15.00 
for  a  baccalaureate  degree,  $20.00  for  a 
miaster's  degree  and  $50.00  for  a  doctorate. 
There  is  a  $7.50  application  fee  for  the  As- 
sociate in   Arts  degree. 

Incidental  Fee  for  Graduate  Assistants 

An  incidental  fee  of  $40.00  for  the  ten- 
week  summer  quarter,  or  $20.00  for  a  single 
term,  is  assessed  all  students  on  graduate 
assistant  contracts  enrolled  in  the  Graduate 
College. 

Refund  of  Fees 

Withdrawal  from  a  course  by  change 
order  within  the  approved  period  specified 
in  the  calendar  entitles  a  student  to  an  80 
percent  refund  if  it  results  in  a  fee  change 
(see   exceptions   below). 

Voluntary  and  official  withdrawal  from 
the  University  during  either  term  entitles  a 
student  to  a  refund  of  80  percent  of  the 
comprehensive  fee  during  the  period  speci- 
fied in  the  calendar  (see  exceptions  below). 
Exceptions: 

A.    Withdrawal    from   courses    running 


the  full  ten  weeks  must  be  accomplished  by 
the  date  specified  on  the  calendar  for  first 
term  withdrawals. 

B.  Withdrawal  from  second  term  cours- 
es processed  before  the  beginning  of  the 
second  term  entitles  a  student  to  a  full  re- 
fund of  only  that  portion  of  the  compre- 
hensive fee  not  chargeable  to  the  first  term. 

There  is  no  refund  after  the  dates 
specified. 


GENERAL  INFORMATION 

Residence  Facilities 

Ohio  University  residence  facilities 
meet  the  varying  needs  of  students.  Housing 
is  available  for  students  under  21,  graduate 
students  or  students  over  21,  as  well  as 
married  students,  in  either  University-owned 
or  privately  owned  facilities. 

An  application  form  for  University 
housing  may  be  obtained  by  writing  to  the 
Director  of  Housing,  Haning  Hall.  This  form 
must  be  completed  as  directed  and  returned 
with  the  appropriate  advance  payment  to 
the  Director  of  Housing,  Haning  Hall,  Ohio 
University,  Athens,  Ohio  45701.  Checks  or 
money  orders  should  be  made  payable  to 
Ohio  University.  An  application  is  accepted 
only  if  accompanied  by  the  required  advance 
payment.  Assignments  are  made  in  order  of 
the  date  of  receipt  of  application  with  ac- 
companying room  deposit. 

Motor  Vehicle  Parking 

University  policy  and  regulations  re- 
quire that  all  motor  vehicles  operated  by 
students  in  Athens,  including  student-owned 
automobiles,  automobiles  belonging  to  par- 


ents or  relatives,  motorcycles  and  scooters, 
must  be  registered  with  the  University.  This 
registration  includes  permanent  Athens 
residents,  married  students,  commuters  and 
graduate  students.  The  registration  will  be 
completed  during  registration  week  and  will 
register  the  vehicle  for  the  entire  summer 
quarter. 

Upon  registration,  each  student  will  be 
given  a  windshield  decal  which  must  be 
attached  to  the  lower  right-hand  corner  of 
the  windshield  in  accordance  with  state  law. 

If  a  car  is  brought  to  the  campus  after 
registration  week,  it  must  be  registered  with- 
in 24  hours  at  the  office  of  the  Director  of 
Security. 

Failure  to  register  a  motor  vehicle  will 
result  in  a  fine,  and  the  student  may  be 
prohibited  from  bringing  any  motor  vehicle 
to  the  Athens  area. 

Two-wheeled  motor  vehicles  are  not 
permitted  on  University  property. 

Students  are  not  permitted  to  park  on 
most  University  property.  Regulations  con- 
cerning parking  are  listed  in  the  brochure 
distributed  by  the  Security  Office  at  the 
time  of  vehicle  registration. 

Freshmen  and  sophomores  are  not  per- 
mitted by  the  University  to  bring  auto- 
mobiles to  the  Athens  area. 

Workshops,  Conferences  and  Institutes 

Many  workshops,  conferences  and  in- 
stitutes are  special  programs  arranged  for 
the  summer.  Listed  on  page  32  are  the  pro- 
grams for  which  college  credit  may  be 
obtained.  For  information  on  these  and

In  the  list  of  offerings  a  typical  title 
line  contains  the  following  information:  ( 1 ) 
call  number  of  the  course,  (2)  department 
and  catalog  number,  (3)  the  descriptive 
title,  (4)  quarter  hours  of  credit,  (5) 
hour(s)  and  day(s)  of  the  week  when  the 
class  meets,  (6)  the  building  and  room 
number,  (7)  the  instructor's  name  and  (8) 
the  prerequisites.  "Arranged"  means  that 
the  time  of  meeting  is  arranged  in  a  con- 
ference between  instructor  and  student. 

In  a  course  carrying  variable  credit  the 
credits  may  be  expressed  thus:  (1  to  4), 
indicating  that  one  hour  is  the  minimum 
and  four  hours  the  maximum  amount  of 
credit  allowed  for  the  course. 

The  catalog  number  indicates  the  stu- 
dent classification  for  which  the  course  is 
designed.  The  numbers  are  as  follows: 

001-099    designate    non-credit    courses 

100-299  designate  undergraduate  gen- 
eral program 

300-499  designate  undergraduate  ad- 
vanced  or   specialized   courses 

500-699  designate  master's  program 

700-899  designate  advanced  graduate 
program.
